COLLFXTION OF ENGRAVINGS AND ETCHINGS. 



NOTES BY MR. FREDERICK KEPPEL. 

This collection has been made with the view of illustrating the whole history of 
the art, extending over a period of about four centuries. 

The best examples of the greatest artists in engraving and etching are here in- 
cluded, in so far as it has been possible to procure them ; and several of the prints 
are undoubtedly unique in America, being the only examples which have ever come 
here. 

The great masterpieces of the old painters are now absolutely unprocurable. 
They are treasured in the public galleries of Europe, whence they will never come 
out ; but such masters of painting as Albert DUrer, Rembrandt, and Claude Lor- 
raine have engraved their own designs, either with the etching needle or the graver, 
and fine original impressions, printed from such plates, are just as original, just as 
personal to these artists as are the paintings themselves. 

Thus there are in this collection precious relics of the infancy of art, which were 
not only engraved, but printed also by the hands of such masters as Israel von 
Mccken, Martin Schongauer, and Andrea Mantegna ; and these identical sheets of 
paper having been religiously treasured by generation after generation of sincere 
art-lovers, have come down to the present day, and now take their place in the pres- 
ent collection. 

And the wonder is — not that these early prints are costly — but that they are pro- 
curable at any cost. 

It is not, however, every o U print which is valuable, or even a work of art in the 
proper sense at all. It is only those which have genuine artistic merit to recommend 
them as well as antiquity — only the works of the true artists. 

The relative value of each print is determined by its merit and its rarity; the 
best are usually, but not always, the dearest. In May, 1S83, an impression of Rem- 
brandt's etching, known as the " Advocate Tolling," was sold at auction in London 
for the enormons sum of ^i,5iosterling ($7,500.00), and yet Rembrandt has etched 
better portraits than this, but, for some reason, very few impressions of it exist. In 
Charles Blanc's admirable book on Rembrandt there is a most dramatic account of 
an auction sale at which the Chevalier Claus.sin made incredible sacrifices to obtain 
this same print, and how he failed to get it. 

Quite recently Marc Antonio's print of the poet Aretino was sold for ^780 ($3,- 
qoo.oo), and Rembrandt's " Hundred Guilders Print" for ^1,180 ($5,900.00) ; and 
these are not imaginary values, for the same prints would bring as much or more at 
auction to-day, for their value has steadily increased for the past two hundred years. 

The high value of choice prints lias caused many of them to be counterfeited. 
There are as many as four and five different counterfeits of some of Dtlrer's plates, 
mostly produced during the artist's own lifetime, or very shortly after his death. 
The same is true of the works of Marc Antonio, Lucas van Leyden and Rembrandt. 
Many of these counterfeits are very deceiving, and, were it not that we have in book 
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form the researches of skilled connoisseurs to guide us, collectors of the present day 
would have good reason to fear that some of their treasures were in reality spurious. 
But each important print has been positively authenticated, and the slight differences 
between the originals and the copies have been accurately shown. 

Among these critical books of reference one work is pre-eminent. It U "U 
Peintrt-Graveur," in 21 volumes, by Adam Bartsch, who was the curator of the public 
collection at Vienna, where he was born in 1 756. This work is a monument of cril- 
ical research. It gives a detailed and systematic list of the works of each of the 
Painter-Engravers, telling how the various "states" of each plate are known, and 
minutely describing all the dangerous counterfeits of these plates. 

The different " states " of a plate are somewhat like the different editions of a 
book and it must always be borne in mind that as each impression taken MM the 
plate' a little, the earliest impressions are usually the best, and a late impression 
from a worn-out plate is never good. The first state of a plate is not ahvayx the 
best though it is nearly always the dearest. In the etchings of Rembrandt espe- 
dally the first state is often very much unfinished, and of course presents an incom- 

ha MM book. Sir William Drake's catalogue of the etchings of Seymour 
Haden the excellent plan has been adopted of calling the unfinished and experi- 
mental proofs, "trial proofs," numbering them a, h. c, etc.. and afterwards count- 
ing the " first state " from the actual completion of the plate. But Bartsch. Robert 
Duraesnil. and the other authorities designate these unfinished tnal proofs as 
14 states " 

The " states " of the older plates correspond to the different " proof " states of 

the later engravings. .. .. , , .u. «„, 

In the later engravings the "artists' proofs" are a limited number of the first 
taken from the >.>W plate. They are printed with great care, and before any 
inscription whatever has been put into the lower margin of the plate. Within the 
Kst thirty years it has become a custom for the engraver to examine each one of 
these artists' proofs, and to affix his signature to those that he finds perfect and un- 
exceptionable • such a signature is. therefore, an endorsement or guarantee of the 

proof which bears it . „ 

After the artists' proofs comes a second printing of "proofs before etters, 
which by a contradiction of terms are irf before letters-since they usually bear the 
name of the painter, engraver, and publisher-but they are " before letters to the 
sense that they are before the title, which does not appear till the next later state. 
After the "proofs before letters" come the "open letter" proofs. These are im- 
pressions with the final title of print added-but sketched in outline only. 

Last of all come the " lettered prints." in which the title is completed. These 
lettered prints are issued until the metal plate wears out from use, and arc unlim.tcd 

in number. . - , 

In addition to these various proof states of a plate, an extra modern refinement 
has created the " 4*«™ * rMarfut." These are the choicest and finest of a 1 : 
they are very few in number, and are issued from the finished plate before the artists 
proofs. They are so named from the " r/marq**" or little special sketch which the 
artist adds in the lower margin of the plate, and which is again burnished out of the 
plate before the printing of the regular edition of the artists' proofs begins. 

"States'^ etchings are not always indicated by the lettering in the lower mar- 
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gin, as is the case with line engravings and mezzotints, because very often there is 
no blank margin to an etching, the etched work filling up the entire space of the 
copper. In such cases the " states" are indicated by something added to or taken 
from the etched work itself. For example : in Rembrandt's renowned plate of 
Christ before Pilate, known as the " Great Ecce Homo," the various states arc de- 
scribed by Charles Blanc thus : First stale, only the figures of Pilate and of five 
Jews appear, the greater portion of the composition has not yet been even com- 
menced. Only two impressions of this state are known to exist ; both are in the 
British Museum. Second state : The plate is now finished, except that in the subse- 
quent state Rembrandt has added some diagonal lines to the face of one of the Jews. 
" II est extrlmement rare " (Blanc). This second state shows the plate in all its 
g] ory _( a[ j(l a superb impression of it is in the present collection). Third state : 
With the aforesaid diagonal lines added to the face of one of the Jews. Fourth 
state : The name of the publisher Malbouse is added in the lower margin. 

Rembrandt's plates, and also those of Claude, present a variety of "states; 
while in the line engravings of Martin Schongauer, Albert Dtlrer, and Lucas van 
Leyden, " states" are almost unknown, and the value is altogether determined by 
the quality of the impression-a very fine early one being worth twenty times more 
than a late and worn one. 

The following extract from an article in Harper's Magazine gives some practi- 
cal hints on this subject : 

" A word of suggestion as to the .election of engravings. It is not essential that they must 
be 'proofs,' though proofs, being the very earliest impressions taken from the plate, are natu- 
rally the finest But a bad or worn impression should not be tolerated, no matter how cheap it 
is Such a print is known by Its general effect of weakness and paleness ; the figures have lost 
their rotundity, and the perspective is almost gone. Especially among old engravings are bad 
impressions to be avoided. 

Modern impressions taken from such old plates as still exist are also worthless. A print, to 
be as it should be, must have been printed at the time it was cngraTed. Modern impressions 
are readily known by the paper on which they are printed. 

» Another necessary warning is against ' retouched 1 impressions ; many plates Have been 
thus ruined, when, after they have begun to wear out from use, they have been re-cut m the 
worn parts by Incompetent hands. The effect of a retouched impression .s dull, heavy and d.s- 
agreeable ; all the harmony and beauty of the plate are gone. It is only fine onguial impres- 
sions in good condition that worthily represent the great engravers." 

While the works of the early " Painter-Engravers" and " Painter-Etchers" are 
the most valuable, still no collection would be complete without the best works of 
the later engravers, who have reproduced the masterpieces of painting, translating 
tnero — so to say — into black and white. 

Thus Raphael never engraved or etched his Sistine Madonna ; hut Mullcr 
engraved it for him three centuries later. Rembrandt never etched his Night 
Watch ; but Flameng has etched it for him in our own day. Turner did not 
engrave his Calais Pier ; but Seymour Haden etched Turner's painting in a most 
masterly manner. 

No doubt Raphael, Rembrandt, and Turner could have engraved these three 
paintings respectively — but they did not do so ; and meanwhile the most satisfac- 
tory copies of them are the three plates just named. 

Injudicious partisans of the beautiful art of etching have gone so far as to dis- 
parage all reproductive engraving as not being " original." But they forget that 
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we do not want originality in a translation or a reproduction. What we want is 
fidelity. 

In Mttller's plate of the Sistinc Madonna it is Raphael who furnishes us with 
the originality, and his translator Mailer has no business to be "original." Ami 
while the painting is far away in Dresden, this satisfactory copy of translation of it 
may adorn an American home. 

The great value then of these engravings after the paintings of other men is, 
that they are the most available and most satisfactory presentations of those paint- 
ings which are the recognized masterpieces of art. 

It is an interesting fact that those masters, such as DUrer, Rembrandt, and 
Claude, seldom or never engraved the same designs which they painted, or painted 
those that they had previously engraved, so that their prints do not duplicate their 
paintings — and this is one reason more for admitting good reproductive engravings 
into a collection. 



NOTE ON COLLECTORS' STAMPS AND MARKS. 

For centuries it has been the custom of some eminent collectors to put a dis- 
tinctive mark on the backs of such prints as have been found worthy to make part 
of their several collections. 

When the mark of some renowned collector is found on a print it is always 
recognized as a certificate of high quality. In the older prints the highest possible 
endorsement is to find the name of " P. Mariette " written, with the date, ranging 
from 1660 to 1710. Mariette sometimes even wrote his name on the face of a print 
—but so great was his judgment of quality that even this disfigurement adds value 
to it A book is now being compiled by Mr. Thibaudeau, of London, which will 
be devoted to explaining these collectors' marks. 

In the best modern collections it is usual to stamp the initials of the owner 
neatly in small letters on the back of the print.

OLD SCHOOL. 

MARTIN SCHONGAUER, painter, engraver, and goldsmith, was born at 
Ulm, in 1420, and died at Colmar on the sd of February, 1488. 

He was one of the earliest and one of the best painter-engravers whose names 
have been preserved. The art of etching was not yet known in his lifetime— the 
discovery of it being ascribed to Albert Diirer, who was bom in 147'— 51 years 
later. 

Although the works of all the early German masters seem stiff and " gothic " 
to modern eyes, yet there is real taste and beauty in the engravings of Schongauer. 
Perhaps the finest of his prints is the Saint Anthony tormented by Demons. 
Vasari records that Michael Angelo in his youth took the pains to color an impres- 
sion of this print. 

This collection is very rich in the works of this master. Among the finest speci- 
mens in it are the " Coronation of the Virgin " (Bartsch No. 71) ; " Peasants going 
to Market" (Bartsch No. 88); and the Elephant (Bartsch 92). This last is of 
extreme rarity. 

ISRAEL VON MECKEN (or Meckenen). bom at Bocholt, according to 
Byran, ** about " the year 1434. Died the 15th of March, 1503. 

Like others of the earliest engravers, he was a goldsmith— the separate profes- 
sion of a painter being unknown at that period. 

The " Dance of Herodias " is considered his masterpiece (see Andreson). The 
present impression is superb, and it is most probably the only example of this very 
rare print that exists in America. The costumes in it are most interesting. 

ANDREA MANTEGNA, bom at Padua in 1431- Died on the 15th of 
September, 1506. 

This famous artist was not a goldsmith, like some of the early Germans, but 
was only known as a historical painter and engraver, and both his paintings and 
his prints display a bold and masterly style which is very different from the stiff and 
laborious work of the early Northern school. 

Fine impressions of his works are exceedingly scarce and are highly valued. 

"La Sepulture" (Bartsch, Vol. 13, pp. 229, 230) — cette estampe, dont Vasari 
fait mention, est une des plus parfaites de 1'ceuvre, tant pour le dessein que pour 
l'exprcssion de la gravure." 

It is very rare. 

" La Flagellation " (Bartsch No. 1). Fine original impression. There is an old 
counterfeit of this print, in which the pavement is somewhat different in design 
from the original. 
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ALBERT DURER. — Thj s great master was born on the 20th of May, 
1471, and died in his native town of Nurcnberg on the 18th of April, 1528. 

The books which have been written upon his works would form a small library 
in themselves, and the artist himself— like Leonardo da Vinci— is also a writer 
of books. 

The greatest museums of the world compete in perfecting their collections of 
Durcr's engravings. 

The present collection is especially rich in them, and many of the examples are 
absolutely unsurpassed as to quality. 

" Adam and Eve " (Bartsch No. I). The artist's masterpiece. " Saint Hubert," 
Durer's largest plate. " St. Jerome in his Cell" (Bartsch No. 6o), very fine. The 
" Melancholia "—a perfect impression of this celebrated print. 

Note. DQrer has put into this plate a curious tablet of numbers which, when 

added up in a line, give the total of 34. This tablet gives the same total (34) when 
added in ten different ways, viz.: perpendicularly, diagonally, or horizontally. 

Of Durcr's plate of " St. Hubert," Bartsch records that the original copper-plate 
came into the possession of the Emperor Rudolph, who caused the engraved lines 
to be filled with gold, and in this condition the plate was put into the Emperor's 
museum. After this filling up of the lines, of course no more impressions could 
be taken. 

This collection now contains no fewer than thirty-eight engravings by Durer. 

MARC ANTONIO (Raimondi) —This most celebrated of the Italian 
engravers was born at Bologna, in 1487. 

He was not a " painter-engraver" in that he did not engrave his own designs, 
but inasmuch as his career was intimately associated with that of Raphael — the 
" prince of painters," and that Raphael never engraved or etched, Marc Antonio's 
prints take rank with those of Durer and Rembrandt, as the choicest gems in the 
realm of engraving. 

In early life this engraver executed several plates in which he counterfeited the 
works of Dttrer— even to the adding of Durcr's monogram to them. But going to 
Rome he attracted the attention of Raphael, and thereafter his great achievements 
were his plates from Raphael's works. 

An Interesting fact is that in many cases these engravings differ in certain de- 
tails from the master's well-known paintings, and from this circumstance it is con- 
cluded that Raphael furnished his engraver with drawings from which to engrave 
his plates. And so truly " Raphaelesque " are those prints that connoisseurs are of 
opinion that Raphael himself must have aided Marc Antonio in his work. 

"Saint Paul preaching at Athens" (Bartsch No. 44). Brilliant impression of 
one of Marc Antonio's finest prints. *' Mary Magdalen washing the Feet of Christ," 
(Bartsch 33). " La Vierge au Berceau " (Bartsch No. 63). 

The above, among several others in this collection, may be cited as examples of 
Marc Antonio's beautiful and artistic work. 



LUCAS VAN LEYDEN. —Born at Leyden, Holland, in 1494. Died in 
1533. Eminent painter and line engraver ; contemporary and friend of Ddrer. 
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Fine impressions of this engraver's work are even scarcer than those of DQrer, 
because his plates were so delicately engraved that they yielded only very few good 
proofs before they began to wear out. 

His print of Mary Magdalen enjoying the pleasures of the World, called "La 
Dance de la Madeleine," is his most admired work, and ranks as one of the master- 
pieces of engraving. 

PARMIGIANO. —Born at Parma, in 1503. Died in 1540. The family name 
of this eminent painter was Mazzuoli. The collection contains a fine proof in the 
" first state " of his etching, " The Entombment." 

CLAUDE LORRAINE. — This great master of landscape painting and etch- 
ing was born in France in the year 1600, and died in Rome in 1682. His family 
name was Gtiee. The parents of Claude were very poor and he was apprenticed 
to a pastry-cook. He afterwards became valet and cook to the Roman painter 
Tassi, and from this poor beginning he rose to be, perhaps, the greatest master of 
landscape. 

In Smith's " Catalogue Raisonne of Claude," the writer says : " Upwards of 
two centuries have elapsed since the birth of this enchanting painter, and during 
this long period no successful rival has appeared. He therefore stands alone, pre- 
eminent in excellence." 

The etchings of Claude are as highly esteemed as his paintings. The standard 
authority on the former is the work of Robert Dumesnil, " /-<• Peintre-Grttveur 
Francois." 

REMBRANDT, — Paul Rembrandt van Ryn, the supreme master of etching, 
was born on the 15th of July, 1606, and died in 1665. 

Rembrandt's etchings are the choicest treasures in the portfolios of amateurs 
throughout the world. Their value has steadily increased during two and a half cen- 
turies. In May, 1883, the highest price ever paid for an etching was given at auc- 
tion in London for Rembrandt's portrait of the " Advocate Tolling." The price 
was j£l5I0 sterling, or about 17,500.00. The purchaser was Monsieur Dutuit of 
Rouen. The auction sale took place at Christie & Manson's. 

In the important revival of true painter-etching, which began about the year 
i860 with Meryon, Jacque, Seymour Haden, Whistler, etc., and which has continued 
with such splendid results to the present day, it is a fact that all the best etched is 
frankly modeled after the methods of Rembrandt, and that " inspired Dutchman" 
seems to have known and practiced all the processes which are now used. 

The great diversity of the money value of this master's etchings is partly due to 
their comparative quality, but partly also to their comparative rarity, so that the 
costliest print is not always the finest work of art. 

His acknowledged chef d'auvrr is the "Christ healing the Sick," known by 
the sobriquet of the " Hundred Guilders Print." It is so called because Rembrandt 
himself used to sell it for that price (about (60.00). This was at that time a price 
unprecedentedly high. Dtlrer sold his finest prints at about twenty-five cents each. 

The present impression of the " Hundred Guilders Print" is especially fine. A 
few years ago Mr. Palmer of London paid $5,900.00 for the first state of this print. 

" The Three Trees." This is perhaps the most celebrated, as it is the most 
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valuable of all Rembrandt's landscapes. There are several counterfeits of this 
plate, but none of them approach the original in quality. 

The "Great Ecce Homo." Magnificent proof in the first finished state (2d 
state according to the books of reference). The present impression is described on 
page 8. There is probably not a finer example of it in the world. Only one 
other proof in this second state exists in America. 

The collection now contains no fewer than tog of Rembrandt's etchings ; all 
are fine, and many are of such extreme rarity that it would be impossible to find any 
others in this country. 

Portrait of the " Burgomaster Jan Six." 

This is admittedly the finest of Rembrandt's etched portraits. It is of great 
rarity and value in any state, but the present impression is of such beauty that it 
would be almost impossible to duplicate it. 

While Rembrandt was still poor and obscure one of his first patrons was Jan 
Six, member of an old Amsterdam family, and who afterwards became Burgomaster 
of his native city. 

When the great Jan Six first patronized the poor and unknown Rembrandt he 
little thought that Rembrandt's work would immortalize his own name, but so it 
has proved. 

This portrait was etched in 1O47, when Six was 29 years old. After more than 
two centuries the Six family reside in the same plain and comfortable old house, 
and the house is full of precious works of art. 

CORNELIUS VISSCHER This interesting artist was born in Holland 

in 1629, and died at the early age of 28. 

His print of the Pancake Woman is celebrated. A curious point in it is that 
there are hao children eating pancakes, while any one would assert that there is only 
one. The second child can be found in the very middle of the print, near the 
woman's elbow. 

The portrait of De Ryck is a masterpiece and very rare. 

ANTOINE MASSON. —An eminent line engraver. Born at Orleans in 
1636. Died in Paris, 1700. 

His portrait of Brisacier, known as the "Gray-Haired Man," is considered one 
of the four finest portraits in line engraving. The other three being the Pompone 
de Bellievre of Nauteuil, Philippe de Champaigne by Edelinck, and Bossuet by 
Drevet. 

The present impression of the " Gray-Haired Man " is in a rare early state, in 
which there are two errors in the spelling of the inscription round the oval. 

GERARD EDELINCK. — This greatest of portrait line-engravers was born 
at Antwerp in 1627, but his whole artistic career was in Paris. 

ROBERT NAUTEUII Bora at Rheims, 1630. Died in Paris, 1678. 

One of the great portrait engravers. His portrait of Pompone de Bellievre is con- 
sidered to be the finest ever executed. His works are minutely described in the 
catalogue of M. Robert Dumesnil. 

PIERRE DREVET Born at Lyons. 1664. Died in Paris, 1739. 

One of the great portrait engravers. His large full-length portrait of Louis 
XIV. is considered his finest work. A fine impression of it is in the collection. 
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PIERRE IMBERT DREVET. — Son of Pierre. Bom at Paris, 1697. 
Died there in 1739. The younger Drevet has never been surpassed and has hardly 
been equaled as a portrait engraver. His portraits of Bishop Bossuet and of 
Adrienne Lecouvreur are his most esteemed works. 

This eminent engraver died insane at the age of 42. 

G. B. PIRANESI This artist was by profession an architect, and this aided 

him in the branch of art to which he devoted himself and in which he was unequaled. 

His complete etched works comprise a great number of volumes, but it is only a 
election of his most pictorial subjects which are sought by print collectors. 

JOHN GEORGE WILLE. —Eminent master of line-engraving, bora 1715. 
Died 1808. 

A superb proof of the " Satin Gown " is one of the gems of the collection. 

SIR ROBERT STRANGE. —Born in Scotland, in 1731. Died in London, 
1792. 

One of the very finest gems in the collection is the artist's proof of Strange's 
portrait of King Charles I. It bears an autograph dedication to a fellow artist. 

WILLIAM WOOLLETT. -Bora in England, 1735. Died in 1785. 
Proofs of WooUett's prints are of great rarity. One such brought ,£70 sterling at 
auction in London recently. 

There are several proofs of his finest works in the collection. 

WILLIAM SHARP. —Bom in England, 1746. Died in 1824. 
A fine proof of the " Doctors of the Church " is one of the important plates in 
the collection. 

The original painting was offered to the British Government, but while they 
delayed to secure it, Catharine the Great, of Russia, bought it along with other 
masterpieces. 

GIUSEPPE LONGHI. —Born 1766. Died 1831. 

A proof of the Reclining Magdalen is one of the loveliest things in engraving. 
It is very rare. 

RAPHAEL MORGHEN. —Bom near Naples, 1758. Died at Florence, 
1833. 

In the collection are the portrait of Leonardo da Vinci, and a proof of the small 
Madonna of the Chair, which Morghen engraved at the age of 72 years. 

PAOLO TOSCHI. .—Born at Panna in 1788. Died there in 1854. 

This artist's two best plates are represented in the collection by unique proofs, 
both from his own collection. These plates are the Madonna della Scala, and the 
" Incoronata." 
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FRIEDRICH MULLER. —Born 1783. Died 1816. 

A fine old impression of the great engraving of the Sistinc Madonna also enriches 

the collection. . . 

The plate is still in existence but very much retouched, and only the original im- 
pressions do justice to this masterpiece. 

Other famous line-engravers are Porporali, Mandel, Calamatta. Schavoni, Rich- 
omme. Perfetti, Francois, Van Dalen, Bartolozzi, etc., all of whom, and several 
others, are well represented in the collection. 

MODERN ETCHERS. 

FRANCIS SEYMOUR HADEN- —This renowned etcher is not even an 
artist by profession, but has spent his Ufe as a surgeon in London. He is one of 
the Fellows of the Royal College of Surgeons, and his etched work was only done 
as a recreation, and originally without any view to publication. 

But yet no professional etcher of the 19th century ranks so high as Haden. 
Mr. Hamerton's book, Etching and Etchers, devotes a very interesting chapter to 

""aJ'Ju etchings are from his own designs, except one family portrait and the 
trreat plate of the Calais Pier, which is after Turner's painting. 

The two large plates of Greenwich and Windsor are from his own destgns. All 
three of these plates are destroyed and the proofs are very valuable. 

Seymour Haden was bom in 1818, 

CHARLES MliRYON. —Born at Paris in iSai. Died insane at Charenton, 

' 8< Mr. Hamerton, in Etching and Etchers, eloquently tells the pathetic story of this 

wonderful artist's life. . 

Though he died so recently, his etchings to-day sell at nearly as high a pnee as 

those of Rembrandt ; but he was driven insane by hunger, misery, and neglect, and 

in a paroxysm of madness he destroyed his precious copper-plates, so that hts works 

are much scarcer than they otherwise would have been. 
The collection is very rich in Meryon's prints. 

CHARLES JACQUE. —Born in Paris the 23d of May, 1813. 
This famous painter was one of the first to start the modern revival of true etch- 
ing. His great plate, « La Gnmdc Bergerie," is an acknowledged masterptece. 

JEAN FRANCOIS MILLET. -This great artist was born at Grcville in 
18.4, and his etchings are as thoroughly characteristic of him as his paintings them- 

It is stated that during the whole of his life Millet finished only about eighty 0,1 
paintings, many of which he retained in his studio for a long t,me, returning to work 
on them again and again in order to satisfy himself. 

What a pity it is that he did not receive, during his life, the tenth part of the 
present value of any one of these paintings, in addition to the pittance that he sold 
them for ! Such a sum would have made a rich man of him. 
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Millet sometimes repeated the subjects of his paintings in his etchings. 

The collection contains several of his finest, notably " La Cardeuse," and a 
unique proof of " La Bergerc," the latter being probably the only signed proof of it 
in the world. 

DE GRAVESANDE. —This eminent etcher is the son of the late President 
of the Senate of Holland. 

He went through the law course at the University of Leyden, but his overpow- 
ering bent toward art resulted in his adopting the profession of an artist. Mr. 
Hamerton devotes a highly laudatory chapter to him in the second edition of his 
Etching and Etchers, the first edition having appeared before his first etchings were 
published. 

De Gravesande's etchings are highly esteemed in England and France. He now 
lives in Brussels. 

AMERICAN ETCHERS. 

Some of the very best and truest etchers of the present day are Americans. 

The critics say that the practical directness of the American character is condu- 
cive to this result. In general these works are specially decorative and pictorial, 
and are well adapted to framing purposes. 

Perhaps the most popular — and justly so — of American etchers, is 

STEPHEN PARRISH. —He was born in Philadelphia, in 1846, and be- 
longs to one of the old Quaker families there. Mr. Hamerton writes of him in the 
London Portfolio : 

" Mr. Parrlsh is one of the most sincere and straightforward of living etchers." 

The collection includes a set of his works, which is almost complete, and as 
many of the earlier plates are destroyed, many of those are rare. 

PETER MORAN. — This celebrated painter of animals, etc., is President of 
the Philadelphia Painter-Etchers' Society. He was one of the first to practice the 
art in this country, and he has been eminently successful as a teacher. 

Peter Moran is brother of Thomas and of Edward, the well-known New York 
painters, and is uncle of Percy and Leon Moran. 

JOSEPH PENNELL. —Bom in Philadelphia. A pupil of the Pennsylvania 
Academy of Fine Arts. 

There is probably no living etcher who has achieved as high a reputation in so 
short a time as Mr. Pennell. He is now about twenty-five years old, but he has 
won the cordial approval of such masters as Haden, Whistler, and De Gravesande. 

OTTO H.BACHER. —A native of Cleveland, Ohio. Studied art in Munich 
and Venice. Of his set of twelve views of Venice, Seymour Haden writes : 

" The whole set, accessories and all, evinces a strong artistic feeling. Bold and painter-like 
treatment characterizes it throughout." 

Mr. Bacher is not yet thirty years old.

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A WU1TDROVS ART BALE. 

Tbe exhibition of Mrs. Mm-ian's picture* 
Ollolted a greater dogreo of interest, and was 
attended with mora polite excitement than 
»ny event of a Wee nature In New York. The 
ipaelou3 galleries oould not accommodate the , 
throng of people which (locked thither In nil 
Weathers, paying double tbe price of admis- 
sion commonly charged upon su"h occasions. 
Ohlokering Hall oould not accommodate one- 
half the applicants for tickets of admission, 
And, during the three ovnnir.ss ofthosale.lt I 
was crowded with an audience of remarkable 
duality, gathered not morely from amoDg the 
most cultivated people in Now York, but made 
up In no small degrao of the best known 
Citizens of other and remote cities. From 
beginning to end. It was an amiable and ani- 
mated competition, tho most notable that we 
have over had. and one that will not probably 
be equalled in many roar* to conn. 

The somewhat eccentrlo and remarkable con- 
ditions under which Mrs. Morgan made her 
eollectlon. the great publicity which it attained, 
and tho manner of Its final dispersion, created 
an unprecedented lntt>rs«r in the ovent in the 
publlo ralnd, and widespread desire upon the 
part of collectors of every degree to avail of Its 
opportunities. It was admirably exhibited, 
and it is onlyatmplo justlco to say that In the 
presentation of it to tho public, and the conduct 
Of the saie. there was everything to begot and 
justify the fullest conlldtnco. and to conduce 
to tho attainment of the best possible resulta. 

No ovont that has occurred of a like nnture 
was ever so full of instruction to amateurs of 
fine pictures. What Mrs. Morgan bought, how 
sho bought it. and what she paid for it. and 
what It yielded to her estate, constituto as now ' 
revealed by a survey of tho wholo subject, a 
most significant lesson In the whole matter of 
buying and selling pictures. 

Tho first great sale of pictures that occurred 
in New York was that of the Wolfe collection In 
1863. It brought something under {115.000, 
and nothing like It had occurred before It 
was a very important sale for the reason that 
the plcturos that were dispersed by It became 
subsequently tho nuclei of such well-known 
collections as those of A. T. Stewart, John Tay- ' 
lor Johnston. Ilobert L. Sto wart. Robert Hoe. 
William Blodgett. and others. Between 1863 
and 1876 there were various sales of collections 
made by private parsons and by doalers-tho 
Atexandor White collection, the LeOrand Lock- 
wood, the Kensett. tho Newcomb. the Everard. 
the seoond Wolfe, and ihnMayuard collections; 
but there was no salo of real importnnco until 
that of Mr. John Taylor Johnston In tho latter 
year. Mr. Johnston's was* a famous collection. 
Ha was ono of the first of New York citizens to 



show a broad and generous cultivation in the 
matterot tho fine arts, and tho combined dis- 
cretion and good taste, with which he amassed 
bis plotures and other works of art. was de- 
monstrated by the prices which they brought 
the sum total of the sale being *328.000. Tur- 
ner's "Slave Ship" and a small Melssonler 
will be recalled as bringing what then Impress- 
ed the publio as extraordinary sums of money, 
as also that Church's " Niagara " was bought 
tor tho Corcoran collection in Washington for 
»12 500. Subsequent sales of note were the 
Olyphnnt collodion in 1877. composed exelu- I 
aively of American picture*, which brought \ 
about 145.000: tho Latham collection in the 
ensuing yaar. which brought a little over 
1100,000. and In 1879 a collection formed by 
Mr. John H. Sherwood and another gentleman, 
which brought J98.0O0. In none of these sales, 
however, did any one picture sell for a very 
oouaptcuous figure. Tho most complete, well- 
chosen and symmetrical collection that ever 
was sold !u New York was Mr. Albert Spencer's. 
In the same year, when 71 paintings, all small 
and admirable examples, brought tSo. 000. In 
the ensuing year Mr. J. Abner Harper sold a 
very beau tl f ul collection of plctu res (or $107,000. 
and In 1882 the Morton 4 Hoc collection brought 
150 000. The Bunknl collection in tbe follow- , 
log yoar brought tGS.000. Of all theso sales ; 
Which were confined strictly to the bona lido 
possessions of the collector, we think that two 
only showed a profit instead of a loss. They 
were IhosB of Mr. Johnston and Mr. Harper. j 

It Is hardly worth while to allude to any other 
collection that has slnco boen dlsprcrsod nntil 
we come to the " Beney Collection." which was 
sold last year In a sale occupying thras nlghta. 
In Chiokaring Hall, by the American Art Asso- , 
olatlon. and yielded $406,600. or sorao *80.000 
less than was real Wed on Friday night alone. 
Among the notable features of that celebrated ! 
sale will bo rooalled the co-npotitlon for Julos 
Breton's " Evening in the Hamlet of Finistarre." 
which resulted In the sale of that picture to a 
Western oolleotor for $18.200-the largest sum 
thitherto paid at auction for a picture. Ono 
"Rousseau" brought (12.500: another brought 
110.000. and other pictures brought prices 
Which were notable enough then, but which are 
now wholly eclipsed. Mr. Seney did not recover 
the money he had IvrtwM lit his collection, but 
whoa his thou uualliieatious as a collector, and j 
the other conditions under which he acquired ■ 
bis pictures are considered, be did remarkably 
well, and the expression with which he is cred- 
ited, to the effect that had all his other Invest- 
ments boen equal ly good, he would be very far 
from being a bankrupt, was wholly justifiable. | 

All other salos. however, fade Into relative 
Insignificance compared with that of Mrs. Mor- 
gan's pictures, just concluded. The total 
amount watch they brought was $835.30-3, and 
taking acoount of the same considerations 
whioh applied In the casa of Mr. Senoy. but 
which In hers were \sstiy more emphasised 
and conspicuous, we are imreiled to the con- 



clusion that tho loss, or rather tho difference 
between what w.is paid tor her pictures and 
what her estate got for them, is comparatively 
Insignificant. She invested In her pictures tha 
total sum of $1.1143.750. There was no loss on 
acoount of unpaid Interest, b > cause pictures 
pay their interest regularly to their ownora. 
Ilka the three per cants., except whan it hap- 
pens that th olr owners are dunlers. Tho appa- 
rent loss of 1240.000 Is easily accounted tor. 
and any intelligent spectator who attended tho 
late exhibition, and who will refresh his mem- 
ory in the light of the figures and information 
whioh wo hora afford, will sae readily where 
Mrs. Morgan's errors occurred, and what wore 
tha rooks of taste and common sense upon 
which she so naturally shipwrecked. 

Hor collection, as wo stated when It was first 
thrown open to the public, was one in which 
there ware surprisingly row bad pictures. It 
was a very agreeable disappointment to all pre- 
conceived ideas that had boen formed of it. Tho 
unknown and unexplained matters were tha 
prices which tha eminent lady had been unfor- 
tunate enough to pay for soma of tho pictures 
that wore conspicuously bad. untruthful, and 
worthless, and tha like priens that sho paid Cor 
others that were not bad by any moans, but 
whose merit was no measure of tho sums that 
she laid out upon thorn. Hers was. indead. a 
catholic and comprehensive taste, and the 
mind that could comprehend and derive grati- 
fication from a sunset landscape of Diaz and a 
nude harem In a wood, ascribed to that mantcr. 
is not too lightly to be regarded. It was as for 
reaching, diverse and inscrutable in its quali- 
ty, as If it had suppltod all the taste that actu- 
ated and guided all tho bidders on all the threo 
nights' sales. Whilo none can too highly com- 
mend the good taste and cultivation which led 
somebody on Friday evening to pay $8,650 for 
tha former of the two pictures we have in mind, 
it la « iiially true that nono can too profoundly 
eomnilserate tho purchaser of "Tho Harom" on 
the preceding evening tor $2,925. The former 
was one of tho greatest bnrsains from an artis- 
tic point of vlow that the salo presented ; tho 
latter— wall, the less s-iid about it the better. 
The sa!o was opulent in iustances like thane, 
and there was inuoh to b« learned from it of 
tbe uiothods and niotivoa cf picture buyers und 
the influences which sway tbelr decisions. 

There is nothing more singular thnn to see 
person? of the largest condition of life— men. 
whole tha moat arduous circumstances have 
achieved by strenuous ability and great forco 
and br>'ad:h of Intellect, the most distinguished 
success— procoe'iing to gratify what thoy con- 
ceive lo bo their taste in tho fine ni ts, but what Is 
really only a misplace 1 ambiiio:i sustained by 
Ignorance. Tho ccrtniuty «nd completeness of 
their judgment, and tlio aiiuliibilUy of their 



discrimination conduce to that degree ot solf- 
assuranco and profound self-certaintr ot 
knowledto which are manifested only by people 
wbokDow next to nothing With a few such 
lessons as picture buyers of this class afford, 
one learns that Ihero is no ono who determines 
for himself any grave question tn respect to 
matters of the fine arts with morn uncertainty 
than the ono who bas dovotod to the subject 
the longest and the most conscientious re- 
search. This admirable eoek-sureness of the 
self-reliant Is tho solvation of tho picture 
dealer; it gives amazing variety to their col- 
lections, and It sufllced at Mrs. Morgan's sale 
to assure tho fato ot two-thirds ot the pictures 
that were sold. 

It is very amusing and it doesn't do any 
harm but indeed efforts quite a contrary re- 
sult, 'a poor picture Is neverso poor but that 
it may lend to the approeia'ion of one which is 
better; that In turn to something a Utile above 
itself, and so on by an ea*y. and often a slow 
progression, to knowledge of no low decree 

Hales of pictures are made to proceed, con- 
formably, we presume, to tho experience of the 
auctioneers, unon ft progressive scale. The 
leas meiiluriou. objects are the llrst presented. 
Tho better thiols are kept fortboond. The 
opening evening of Mrs. Woman's event was 
comparatively lame. But we must say that the 
bidding upon every picture, from tho nrst to 
the last picture ot tho whole collection, was of 
such a character a* to produce the impression 
il.at a very largo number ot persons were 
actuated by the d-sire to possess anyth.ng 
which had tho cncM of having belonged to 
Mrs. Morgan. Amom the moat insignificant 
and worthless piolures were some that brought 
relatively the highest pricea of all. No picture 
in the whole number was dismissed with the 
rebuke which is Implied by an Inslcnlfleant or 
contemptuous bid. 

Among the landscapes, the most conspicuous 
number was a Corot, a surpassingly beautiful 
example of that artist, puro. spiritual and 
I Ideal in all its qualities, and one that will long 
be recalled by every visitor to the exhibition as 
havinghung on ll,eri B htof the '"ge^ibertln 
tho main nailery. It was purc'.iasod for $9,000. 
alaritesumtopay for ft Carol of its dimen- 
sions and intrinsic importance, but none too 
large for any one to pay tor It who had any ade- 
quate appreciation of its distinctive and char- 
acterlslic value as an example ol the best that 
there was in Corot. It Is a possession which ita 
present owner, whoever he bo. will not proba- 
bly ever regret, and ot which ho can retain to 
himself the comforting assurance 
his estate is sealed up on that inevitable day 
of final adjustment, it will do no discredit tohis 
judgment or bis liberality when It is acrutm- 
ized In the schedule of his realizations. 



The highest price on tho opening night. 
tlC 525, was paid for ono of Moieaonior's Inter- 
minable " Headers." one of those single figure 
elaborations, apotheoses of bric-a-brno in ma- 
terial and in style, which infest the American 
collector like a nightmare, which bring the 
highest prices with hitherto unvarying regu- 
larity, but which, when a few of them are seen 
together, dwindle into painful and tawdry com- 
monplace. Mrs. Morgan paid $20,000 for this 
foolish little picture, and It Is hard to conceive 
that she should have had:out of it $4,000 worth 
of gratification and interest combined during 
her too brief ownership. 

That great and sainted artist. Meyer von 
Bremen, follows fast upon the footsteps of the 
great and good Verboeckhoven. and both are 
pursued at no too great an interval by the 
elaborate and highly wrought Meissonier. 
Charles Bargue. if ho be esti mated upon the 
same basis, was ft greater than any ot these, 
and had circumstances ever given him Ms 
voguo. he had far surpassed them. We note in 
recent sales, for the edification of people who 
buy pictures, that there Is a depreciation of 
33'i per cont. approximately. In the prices of 
Meyer von Bremen, and a falling off similarly 
I of perhaps 40 per cent. In the adoration be- 
! stowed upon Verboeckhoven. It is an excellent 
: and most wholesome indication. 

An interesting incident of tho same evening's 
sale was that of a picture called a " Plnah of 
Snuff. 1 ' by Francois Bunvin. This very mod- 
erate and fairly mwritorious artist would have 
thought himself highly compensated by live 
hundred francs for tho picture, but it sold for 
no less a sum than $2,550. We cannot help 
thinking that this extraordinary and unwar- 
rantable price m precipitated by a recent ar- 
ticle printed in Harper'* Magazine upon the 
wonderful work of his younger brother. Leon 
Bonvln. the tragedy of whoso life as set forth 
in that publication by M. Phllilpne Burty pro- 
duced a profound and sympathetic Impression. 
Framjois Bonvln is ft stupid but worthy 
pnintor. unknown suto to a very few in this 
country, or. for tho matter of that. In his own. 
and chiefly by very solemn and exceedingly un- 
interesting pictures, dealing mostly with re- 
ligious subjects. Mrs. Morgan paid $5.000 for it. 

Tho second night'B »aio was more ovontful. 
One of tho most Interesting occurrences was 
tne purchase by soma enthusiast of a Vibert 
for $12,500. nearly double what Mrs. Morgan 
paid for it, which. In turn, was considerably 
more than double what Vibert got for it. The 
ratio of progression in price from a studio In 
l'arls to a domestic olrclo in America is always 
interesting. There were two Vlborts in the 
second evening's sale, and they did not differ 
materially In motive or execution from the 
"Missionary's Story." which brought $25,500 
on the following evening. 



In respect to coarsenoss and downright un- 
pleasant sensuality, the $12,500 picture of the 
second evening, called." The Cardinal's Menu." 
had the merit of being the most candid and 
obvious of all the Viberts. In tho other two 
thero Is some subtlety nud Indirection of in- 
tention; also a more lively play of a lighter 
humor, as well as of that spooial and dlstlnot- 
ivo charm which Vibort conceives to reside in 
bis vellod lubricity. All are equally unwhole- 
some. "Eyes and Ears.'' the picture which 
i disclosed two Oardinais, one with his ear to a 
! door crack, the other with his eye to the key- 
hole, and both assisting at some implied occa- 
sion of lubricity wit bin. tho same suggestod with 
nk'e refinement of demeanor and attitude, as 
well as by tho garment thrown upon the neigh- 
boring couch— this la a picture that could have 
inabarroom tho same enduring ch'irm that 
its companion might have In a kitchen. All of 
Vibsrt'e pictures are characterized by olther a 
gross and offensive sensuality, indifferently 
disguised by tho excellences ot ft Wonderful 
tochniqueand a superbly decorativa sense of 
color, or else are informed with an unwhole- 
some and obnoxious cynioism. In every case 
It is the element of the grotesque, of the 
humorous, or tho purely decorative, that at- 
tracts attention and for the momentstimulates 
the sense. They have no enduring merit nor 
enduring power to please, and. with a very few 
exceptions, they bear with thorn the irrcfragihlo 
evidence necessary to their ultimate and in- 
evitable condemnation. The "Cardlual's 
Menu." or " Eyes and Ears." Is as much of a 
blot In a woll-consldered collection as would be 
some foul chronicle on the shelves of a private 
library, ft Is no butter in art than other pio- 
lures that were sold tho t-ame evening belong- 
ing to the samo distinctive clues ; tho Casanova, 
for InBtnnco. a gross l.uinan anlmnllty mas- 
querading In the garb of the church, the more 
to emphasize its noisome quality. Not much 
better than these were the iwo Dolorts.com- 
panlon pictures, having for their subject 
respectively a Cardinal and a cocotte. From 
Buch pictures one may turn with relief, if not 
with enjoyment, to the eternal commonplace 
and domestic Insipidity of Munich trf-nre; and of 
both, Mrs. Morgan, to her credit lie It said, hnd 
comparatively a minimum In her collection. 

Another Meissonier. the "Standard Bearer." 
foil for $15,000 and theaad commentary of com- 
parison betweon tho price at which one buys 
and the price at which one sells ^nnbe Instituted 
by reference to the table of such matters else- 
whore appended. A most surprising price was 
that i aid for aallait's "Young Mother." $3,050, 
which it Is no exsggoratlon to say is not far 
from 3.050 timos its intrinsic and artistic 
worth. The picture is really worth nothing at 
ml, and. much as Gallon's i.ame Is worth by 
reason of the excellent work that be has done. 
It is beyond all understanding that any one in 
Ml sober HMN should pay such a sum for 



ilils most Insignificant, wretched, and wholly 
inconsiderable bit of unmoanlng paint. 

Jacques' "Bbopordess and Sheep." Bos- 
boim'a "Churoh Interior.'" Metlling'e stasia 
!!.: ire study. Corot's "Evening on tbe River." 
Rousseau's "St. Michael's Mount," Diaz's |

and Daublgny's "Cooper Shop," alio! those are 
pictures thnt were acquired at tho second even- 
ing's sale at price* upon which their presont 
owners and not oc t Mrs. Morgan's heirs are to 
bo congratulated. There wore no conspicuous 
bargains among them. but fair and justifiable 
prices were what they all brought. 

Wo cannot say as much of the Bouguereau of 
tho llrst or second evening, nor of llonncr'a 
"Repose," nor of the Diaz figure pieces, the 
"Group of Persian Women," the "He das 
Amours." nor of more than one Rousseau sold 
on Thursday. Ioloed. wo must avow, however 
reluotantly, that wa do not rartako wholly of 
the biili.it that DIM painted allot the figure 
pieces ascribed to hi in in tho collection any: 
more tfaot) wo can feel that it is right to ascribe 
to Rousseau one rr two of the clotures that 
brought high piieosinthe second evening's 
sale. Wo hope the purchaser or tho lame 
Daublsny, "Tho Cooper .Shop," has a suitable 
placa in which to bane It. It is a noble picture, 
pure, simple, and beautiful in Its sentiment: a 
picture to live svltti and in which to discern > 
new beauties with every day. Too large for 
most households. It would be an excusable ex- 
travagance if its owner built a house to suit It. 

That very amusing llttlo sKotoh of Kuans. 
"A Young Satyr." a charming triviality from 
an artist who is nearly always serious, brought, 
for all that It was trivial, unfinished, and ex- 
ceedingly slight of execution at bent, no leas a 
price than 13.150. Esoosura's " Convalescent 
Prince," a ridiculous and unmeaning elabora- 
tion by an artist who Is as devoid of imagit-a- 
tton as any that paints, brought $2,600. and the 
"Toilet of Venus." as bad an example of Diaz 
•a ono could confidently attribute to him. 
wretched afid doplorablo from every point of 
' view, was sold for (3.300. The Vorboeck- 
hoven of the collection, a not more than 
usually discouraging example of this most 
Indifferent but superhuman)/ fortunate 
artist, brought S4.050 and has already gone 
to Canada. Mr. Lyman's "Waiting for the 
Tide" wont up with tho rest of the mar- i 
ket. and brought the magnificent sum ot I 
11.550. Mr. F. A. Brldgraan'e "Afternoon 
Hour. Ylglers." a good ordinary example of the 
worthless Oriental brle-a-brac and wearying 
lay figure accomplishments of this common- 
plaoo artist, brought $1,750. Mr. Brldgman 
has fallen an oasy and a willlug victim to the , 
meretricious op;>ortunitles of a well-stocked \ 



j studio, nnd be paints the Orlont with wasted J 
' portinaclty and fntlle zeal. 

Croat reputations, however acquired, do not 
easily die. and it would not be surprising if 
that of Rosa Bonheur were to last as long as 
thnt oi Meissonler. Iter "Cow and Calf on , 
Thursday evening brought the extraordinary 
prieo ot (12,200. a price which Is no less ex- 
traordinary from the point of view of the merit 
of the picture thnn Is that of the (22.500 which 
Mrs. Morgan paid for It. The ono was ridicu- 
lous, tho other unreasonable ; both were pre- 
posterous. The (7,150 paid for the "Deer in 
tho Forest" on Friday evening was a much 
more rational price. The picture was much 
the bettor of the two. and a more characteristic 
and plensingexample In every respect. 

Cabancl'a "Desdemona," a capricious nnd 
arbitrary study ot a head to which the title 
"Dosdemona" had been arbitrarily given, 
brought (1.400. DeNeuvllle's "French Cuiras- I 
sier," as One a single figure example of that 
artist as may bo seen In America, brought 
\ (6.000. a fair price. Domingo's "Head of a 
I Spanish Cavalier" was not dear at (1.225. and 
! Ary Scheffer's "Christ in the Garden" was i 
' cheap enough at (975. considering that. If only 
! a slight example ot thatartlst.lt had at least 
the merit of being eminently characteristic of 
htm lu both etvle and subject. 

So far. wo have made but soact allusion to 
the sale of the '.bird and Inst evening. As 
might naTU rally be supposed from the interest 
concentrated upon It and the high prices 
reached, it was tho most memorabto occasion 
of the sort that has been known In New York. 
The bidulngwas extremely active, the emula- 
tion koen. nnd tho spirit of the moment ap- 
peared to beshared almost equally between the 
spectators nnd those who wero actually com- 
peting lor tho different works of art. The price 
which somo enterprising and open-hnuded 
Canadian appears to have paid for tho large 
Breton. (45,5011. is. of course, from every point 
of view, phenomenal. It has no close relation 
to the merit of tho picture, to its history, or to 
the niimo and reputation of the artist. It is 
: only fair to regard It as the result of a coinci- 
dence of a very fortunate nature for Mrs. Mor- 
gan's estate. Some gentlemen to whom the 
price was not the Jlr.*t consideration, en- 
tered Into active competition, and It required a 
good deal of oompotitlon to satisfy them— the 
one who manifested the last (500 worth ot ob- 
stinacy carrying off the prize. The picture Is a 
largo and not unimportant example 
ot Jules Breton's work; Its subject, 
already well known, a number of children 
passing through a Brittany village to make 
their llrst communion. It differs from the beat 
examples of Breton, in being a plcturo tbat 
tolls a st ^ry. a picture which discloses an ob- 
vious nnd homtletio narrative. When be is at 
his best he is no story teller, no painter of tbe 
objective in any sense. Imtonewhooonveyswlth 



all the lorce of his native poetry n broad, sym- 
pathetic, and wholly abstract truth. There 
was no narrative in his "Flnisterre." and there 
la no narrative in half a dozen other 
of the pictures by which ho will be chiolly re- 
membered and upon which ble fame will un- 
doubtedly rest: not anymore than there Is to 
be found in a sunset of Rousseau, orsome'denp, 
peaceful woodland study by Diaz, when Diaz is 
at his best. However. It is a fine example of a 
certain aspect of Breton's work, and an aspect 
of it. too. which must not bo lightly considered, 
because there is In it great and surpassing 
merit and a truth of detail in which no con- 
temporary nrtist has surpassed blm. It was a 
wonderful price, and wo wish it bad been a 
more wonderful picture, but we confess that 
the eolioitude la perhaps misplaced, for we 
have heard that tbe same buyer bought also the 
Yerboeckhoven. We hope, however, that Breton, 
now In bis prime, will not honceforth paint 
only " First CommunlcantsI" 

The third of Mrs. Morgan's Meis soniers. " The 
Vldette." an indifferent example of Meissonler 
according to our way of thinking, brought 
(15.000. and may bring more before it Is a year 
older. It will bo interesting to note what Mrs. 
Morgan caid for it and what the aitist is esti- 
mated to have received for it— a comparison 
wbicb, in the case of tbe Breton just under dis- 
cussion. Is full of the gravest instruction, and i 
should conduce to promote activity and com- 
petition In the picture trad-. 

Tbe Sohrsyer. "Wallachian Pack Horses." j 
was one of the bost examples that has been 1 
sold in some lime In N iw York. Tnero Is 
nothing much rarer In our picture sales 
than a good Schreyer. That artist has 
not painted a good picture In ten or 
tliteon years. Ho has been wholly dis- 
honest to his art and to his early natron?, and 
has devoted himself for some years to making 
money out of bis rcoutatlon. painting pictures 
which have a great vogue, but than which 
not any thnt are more meretricious and worth- 
less as art have for a long time been in- 
flicted upon Innocent Americans. People will 
learn by and by what a real Schrcyer Is. and 
what a lot of rubbish has been foisted on this 
market in bis name; some, forgeries which 
he bas condoned or oonnived at. and othors 
merely bad pictures which he has made and 
signed. The real Scbreyer is almost extinct. 

For a sketch we should be inclined to think 
thnt Millet's "Men Digging" brought a very 
handsome orlce at (S.800, while bis "Spinner " ; 
at (14.000 was cheap, considering how Millets 
of real merit now go. 

Hencer's plcturo with the title of " La 
Sonreu" brought (10.100, which was perhaps 
■Ot too much for it. 

Rousseau's "Twilight" was a bargain at (13.- j 
500. as ire estimate his work. There ts <»nlr I 



one fleer exam r>le of that master la this coun- 
try, and the purchaser of tho " Twilight" mar 
congratulate himaolf upon the possession of a 
picturo which will probably bring at no remote 
period anywhere from $5,000 to $10,000 more 
than he paid for It. It Is a noble picture. 

Tho Dupros. na fine examples of that artist 
as any collector could desire, wero valuable ac- 
quisitions at reasonable prices to their various 
purchasers. All were of a high order of excel- 
lence, and there Is notliine discouraging in a 
comparison of the various prices at which they 
have heretofore chanced ownership. 

The Corots sold fairly wolL the " Lake Neml" 
at $11,000 bringing its full value, and the 
" W.iod Oath? rers " at $15,000. going to the 
Corcoran Gallery at Washington, to which It 
should prove a welcome addition. They havo 
not in many yoan; enlarged that somewhat re- 
markable collodion with so meritorious or so 
appropriate a picture as this splendid example 
of Corot. 

Charles Barguo'a "Bontlnel" brought a son- 
sational price, as every on« expected It would. 
It wa3 knocked down for no less than $12,800. 
which is a very notable tribute to his some- 
what fantastic and decidedly limited reputa- 
tion. It is a marvel of elaborate and wonder- 
fully refined workmanship, and it exoitea one's 
emotions in the same degree as do tho works of 
a very fine watoh. and for a like reason. 

The companion landscapes of Diiubigny. "On 
the Seine "and "On the Marne." brought re- 
spectively $0,200 and $5,500. and there Is a 
wondrous amount of insuuotlon to be derived 
Irom n scrutiny of their cost to Mrs. Morgan. 
The bettor of the two (all sympathetic judges 
of Daubigny's work will ngroo) was that which 
sold at tho lower price. 

The large Fromentln "On the Nile, near 
Polite." was by no moans dear at $5,000. and 
the beautiful Decamps, the most beautiful ex- 
aronloof that artist's landscapes that we have 
ever socn. brought only $3. 100. 

Tho Detftillo, at $7,150, brought an ex traor- 
llnary price, and one more or less inscrutable 
ivhon considered in the light of the prices paid 
.or both tho De Neuvllles. De Nouvllle being 
dead, and both examples of him being fine 
pictures and necessarily of a very much higher 
artistic merit than nny like subject of Dstallle 
would disclose. As instanced In the case of 
the Broton. tho prices of tho last evening's sale 
wero nothing if not oacricious. 

The Diignan-Bouvcrot, "A Little Girl in 
CJhurch." was n very cheap picture at $3,100. 
irrespective wholly of the fact that Dagnan- 
Bouveretonly roeoivod 1,000 francs for iC It 
is a very charming picture, a very simple 
and unaffected composition— a little girl seated 
all alone on a coarso wooden bench of a little 
louutry clrjpol. hi;r face and eyes Illuminated 



with all n child's consoiousnosa andapprehon- I 
elon of the mystery with which the altar and 
its attributes Invest her dawning reason. It ' 
was a wry great deal painted with a master's 
toueh within the limits of a very little. 

The general inference and the general lesson 
to bo derived from Mrs. Morgan's sale is that 
good pictures at reasonable prices are an un- 
commonly good Investment. An additional in- 
ference which Is reasonable to bo drnwn from 
It ia that certain of our well-known dealers 
were exceedingly fortunate In having their 
prices sustained by the wonderfully able buy- 
ers, who, as fortune willed it. crowded 
Chickerlng Hall. Ail of those dealers sold Mrs. 
Morgan uncommonly good pictures at un- 
commonly good prices, and her collection, be it 
known, was a marvellous exception when com- 
pared with many of which wti know, ia which 
a large majority of works are quite other than 
their owners believe tueru to be, Mrs. Mor- 
gan was spared that affliction. She bought her 
pictures from the most competent and dis- 
criminating juJgos of pictures that there are. 
and she gut, with a very few and comparatively 
trifling exceptions, what It was represented to 
her that she was getting. 

As to the prices, that was a matterof second- 
ary concern. Business, we believe, is business : 
and in matters of art more than in perhaps 
any other branch of social or business Inter- 
change, empiricism and caprice have things 
their own way. Had our friends, tin dealers, 
been buying on their own behalf, in the full en- 
joyment of their extensive and accurate knowl- 
edge, nnd of their unequalled opportunities, 
and had they unloaded their accumulations 
upon such a oublla as crowded Chickerlng 
Hall, it can readily be perceived that they 
would have made a superb commercial Invest- 
ment. So far as they wero concerned it was 
necessarily a fine investment anyhow, but Mrs. 
Morgan Intervened, which, did wo not point 
out the fact, would aouiowhnt obscure the view 
of It whloh ws wish to Impress, 

We append a complete list, prepared for the 
exeautor of Mrs. Morgan's estate, of her 210 
pictures, of the prices they brought at the sale, 
and the prices she paid for them. To this ho 
add a careful estimate of the prices paid In the 
foreign market, the latter being furnished to 
us by a gentleman than whom we know of no 
other more compotont to the task. There nro 
as many surprising discrepancies upon one 
sido as upon the othor, and the most Interest- 
ing features to the general student of suoh 
subjeals are those afforded by the instances in 
which Mrs. Morgan's pictures sold for more 
tbao ehe paid for them. Of course it will be 
noted that to tho estimated Urat cost of the 
pictures thero should be .' Id ! the duties aud 
expenses and tho dealers' profits.
